Their conviction had teen upheld thrcuih all tui chjrmels of 
military Juatico* 31* weeks after I got tne assignment, by ransacking tha ciistlng 
record, I had enough to get a reversal,, an acquittal. My work waa largely trouble- - 
shooting, in an egaacy of troAble-ahocters, the assignments coming from intelligence, ’ 
Counter— intelligence. State, and even the White house. I doped out wuat others 
dldn t or couldn’t, Sn one oaaa, waere tna counter-intalllgenoe boys used up aliaost 
ell the tine and with a 48-hour deadline, I preventsd the return of a dozen 
topounded ehipa to tha Hazl front clalmlnr them. In another, from •.Vaahingtoa 
(end by phono, from out of town, off the top of my head), I pin-pointed depots 
of captured stores of the most valuable doctiments. In Ceimany, >iien the Intelligence 
boys on tUe spot svore tiiey didn’t exist. 

Immediately prior to service ny writing was lavestlsetlvo raperting, 
exposing Nazis Internotlcnally and taking the wraps off cartol'e lender tins opera- 
tions, I got out of Chile, by remote ( through a friend in State and the pouch)

of my exposes resulted in the levyl ng of a $160,000 fine prior to govanment j " 

takBover {not the only Ifazl front taken over after my exposing) . During ’•nia period

Blundered into), with tha liezia the official enemy, I belle v« I am alone in 
•ocurately predicting (i>ub date 9/15/41, leas than three months early) the Cax>arase 
attack, forecostlog everything. Including Pearl Harbor, with but a single error- 
on tcey didn’t pull.

My ir/ork Is now ttr boslc for the 
effort to get Ray a trlol-not o "nov;" trial, but a first trial* There never vTas one* 
I think there is no doubt ^ have proven be didn’t fire tie sjct-^nd mere* But I

I suggest the good audiences Gary gets for his presentations is not 
typical, because Jiay are smell and do not cone from those you intend approaching* 
own belief is tuat Garrison struck tne ":u)st sa. ious bio** to credibility end the 
wiilingieso of tuose vatio engage spoalo^ro for large, ospeclally collegiate and 
professional audiences^ to believe there is anything to '’our side"* However, with 
the approach I an a'lggeating, one that can ultimo tely include the reproduction 
of some of what I have rescued from oblivion, this can be overccfae* I 'em not trying 
to discourage you as much as I am to prepare you for buyer resistance* And I am
